Assistant Attorney General Has 
Ruled Thus. 
Austin, Aug. 21.- In furnishing the 
comptroller with an opinion the attor 
ney general’s department, through As­ 
sistant General Hawkins, held stre^ 
railway companies and gas and elec 
trio companies are subject to the gross 
receipts tax law and are not relieved 
from payment of the occupation tax 
prescribed by the tax law of 1897;

Baron Speck von Sternburg. 
Baron Speck von Sternums, 
the German ambassador to the 
United Stattes, 
was 
born 
in 
Leeds, 
England, 
August 
21, 
1852. 
Tlis father was a natural­ 
ized Englishman and his moth­ 
er an English woman. Through 
tie 
death within two years of 
all the intervening male mem­ 
bers of the family the father 
became heir to the family’s en­ 
tailed estates and removed from 
England to Germany. The pres­ 
ent baron was then seven years 
old and he 
was 
immediately 
sent to school at one of the fore­ 
most German colleges, complet­ 
ing his education at the milita­ 
ry academy at Potsdam. 
He 
fought through the Franco-Ger­ 
man war and remained in the 
active 
military 
service 
until 
1885, 
In that year he was ap­ 
pointed military attache to the 
German legation in Washington, 
which marked the beginning of 
his brilliant diplomatic career. 
In 1890 he was transferred to 
Peking and thence to Belgrade, 
returning to Washington in 1898 
as first secretary of the lega­ 
tion. In 1903 he was elevated to 
the post of ambassador at W ash­ 
ington.
